Relating the drowning of Francis McCauley by

Weighed down by a heavy 
overcoat and thick boats in the midst of impri- 
soning circles of roaring waters, his case was in- 
deed desperate. But he bravely rallied, shot under 
the water again, and as he rose, by a mighty effort 
threw himself beyond the eddies and passed down 
the stream, where the water tumbled and roared 
over hidden rocks. He felt his foot strike a rock. 
He let himself down, hoping he could find a stand- 
ing place. He went down into a gulf. It seemed 
as if he would never gain the surface, but he 
finally rose, and shooting here and there through 
the zig-zag currents, rapidly went down stream. 
As he approached the west shore he saw men on 
the bank They encouraged him with cries. He 
ained the shore when all strength had gone from 
ais legs and he could only feebly move his hands.
